T last wrote to you, and foreign reaidenta 
cortginly owe a deeper sense of gratitude 
to the: Chinese . authorities then to their 
individual Consuls forprotection, as the 
latter appeared to lend a deaf car to tho 
intimation, given by tho-mandacins of their 
inability. to adequately protect the lives and 
property of foreignérs.. Indeed, ‘hnd it not 
beon for the exertions of an English visitor 
at this Port, who materially assisted the 
Chinese -authoritios, it is more than pro- 


| 


bable that such serious riots: would have { 


occlrred as to have. endangered our safoty. 
‘The first action ‘taken, when a riot appeared 


imminent,.was, tho stationing: of two hun:,|- 


dred ustive soldiers near thé long bridge 
(uiiown as. ‘The: Bridge of a Thousand 
Ages’) and, ‘as the recent freshets have 
latterly boen so strong 2s to provent boats 
crossing the rivor, this step most offoctually 
cut off all communication with the City, from 
whence myriads of unserypulous Chinamon’- 
wold probably have swept upon us on 
hearing of the prospect of any looting to be 
done within the Settlement. . The Fronch 
Consulate was then provided with a detach- 
mont of one hundred native soldiers, and 
both Customs houses were allotted a number 
of natiyo troops. The five wands of ‘the 
foreign Settlement: were then distinctly 
marked, and a sulticiency of native volun- 
teers enrolled to provide an. average of 
seventy men, under a responsible captain 
for cach company, for the protection: of the 
inhabitants of the five divisions. This, I 
think.it will bo admitted, speaks well for 
thé friondly feeling of the highor. classed 
Chineso towards foreigners, the former of 
whom know the bitter enmity with which 
the Iowor class rogard others thau their own 
tace—in fact even natives of an adjoining 
province. ee 1 
;, As regards Pagoda. Anchorage, which. is 
likely to be the seat of war in the event of no 
amicable arrangement being reached era the 
Ast proximo, matters still appear in stati 
quo, but, summing up all I hear from both 
foreignors and natives, I have to fear that 
it is only the lull before 2 storm, ..The Im- 
periel Commissioner baa already. com- 
monted dograding officials, and it ix said 
that all the worke he has ordered to be 
done are absolutely useless, and in no way 
effective either for keeping the French in, 
or provehting their going out. I alsu Icarn 
that the Tartar General, owing to the 
presence of the Inperial Commissioner, and 
being compelled to act under his powera 
‘from Peking, hos given up all direction o 
ad.irs, which mupt lead to disastrous results 
in the defence ofthe place. There is not 
the shadow of a doubt but that Fuhkien 
could bo made the Gibraltar of the East, 
and, with the services of aa energetic chief, 
defy tho united ‘navics of the world. I 
learn that a few days ago the Chinese gun- 
boats attempted to move, and had steam 
up and anchors ‘weighed,’ but tho French 
ordered theni to blow soff steam, and, 
after anchoring- again, to remain as ‘pri- 
soners of the French gunboats that sur- 
rounded them. Such ‘a line ‘of action is 
unknown in Europe, and certainly cannot 
‘be defended. As a mattor of fact, the Chi- 
nese only a few days ago had tho whole of 
the French squadron ina ‘ box,’ which had 
been carefully prepared months ahead, and 
it was only. by an accident that Admiral 
Courbet found ‘cut the trap he was in. 
Much talk has taken place about the occu- 
pation of Foochow by the French, which is 
known to be the strongest port in China, 
Li Hung-chang has, it appears, refused to 
meet the French Minister, and the Viceroy 
of Nanking has bee appuinted in his stead. 
Li Hung-chang’s policy of exponditure car-, 


: tainly appears to have been attended with 


very poor results.’ , Apart from any question 
of China’s preparedness for war, witness the 
China Merchants’ Steam Navigatian Oo., 
who to-day have a debt of Tis. 5,000,000 
without hope of return: Also the Kaiping 
coal’ mines, . the most disastrous mining | 
enterpriss that was ever started in this 
world ; and generally the waste of money 
on -arelese fortifications. General Gordon 
twenty years ago summed up Li. Hung- 
changin a few words when he suid; 
*You will ba ‘China’s ruin if ever you get 
into power; you have: neither the ability 
nor capacity to succeed in. anything, and 
should you sueséed to high honours through 
merifs which are not your own, you will 
not only involve yourself in ‘trouble, but 
you will risk the stability of tho Empire.’
